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Living Past Lives: 

History Lives on at Silvershell Encampment

As Marion's police chief, John Garcia knows what 
it is like to swelter under a police uniform and gear on 
hot summer days, as many police officers do. Unlike most 
of us living now in the first quarter of the 21 st century, 
though, Garcia also knows how quickly one perspires in 
the mid-afternoon sun while wearing a buttoned woolen 
vest atop white linen tucked into a pair of half leg-length 
knickers met just below the knee by woolen socks. 

The majority of us know Garcia as a 21 st century 
police chief in our everyday lives; fewer among us know 
him as an 18 th century tinsmith, although that's who 
Garcia is during certain weekends when he trades in his 
police uniform for that of a humble period tradesman as a 
member of the Fairhaven Village Militia. 

On Sunday, August 12, Garcia could be spotted 
seeming right at home, seaside at Silvershell Beach in 
Marion standing behind a wooden table beneath a canvas 
tarp, captivated in his craft, his fingers nimbly fashioning 
a silver strip of tin into a candle holder and pleasantly 
presenting to the public the various steps to fasten 
together a genuine olde tyme pocket lantern. 

During the annual Silvershell Encampment in 
Marion August 11-12, a familiar face or two could be 
found outside of the usual context in which it is normally 
observed; in particular, our full-time modern-day police 
chief, Garcia, along with former Marion selectman/ 
current recreation director, and part-time revolutionary 
War-era cook, Jody Dickerson. 

The two gentlemen are still relatively new to the 
colonial scene, with Garcia and Dickerson now in their 
fourth and third years as militia members, respectively;

but each has brought to the militia group his own skill, 
honed and developed specifically for their Revolutionary 
War reenactment roles. 

Dickerson has a slew of antique recipes up his 
puffy white linen sleeve, some he even borrowed from 
Martha herself - not Martha Stewart; rather, the one and 
only Martha Washington. 

"Last night we cooked an entire turkey dinner for 
the camp," said Dickerson, giving some of the credit to co¬ 
cook Michele Bissonnette, another familiar face in Marion 
as an assistant in the Treasurer's Office. "We prepared 
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potatoes as well," Dickerson went on as he demonstrated 
how the camp's reflection oven holds the turkey inside a 
reflective metal box beside the fire, a handle on the side 
used to turn the turkey every 15 minutes, he explained. 
But those fish cakes he prepared for lunch that day, he 
said - Martha's recipe didn't mention anything about 
adding an egg to keep the fish cakes together during 
the cooking process, leading to a dish that Dickerson 
described as "fish mush." 

Still, Dickerson's kitchen is equipped with all the 
pre-modern necessities: butter paddles, wooden mashers, 
a butter churner, and, of course, that latest reflection oven 
model surrounded by various baskets, colored glass jars, 
and an assortment of glass containers filled with spices. 

"It's more of an educational display for people," 
said Dickerson, although it does the trick in preparing a 
hearty meal for those staying overnight in their humble 
tents pitched behind their stations. 

Next door, Garcia's table is lined with various 
shiny examples of fine tinsmithing. As the village 
tinsmith, Garcia's work can be found at other campsites 
as well, providing pretty splashes of light through his 
primitive punched tin lanterns, all made by hand. On 
Sunday afternoon, Garcia was tinkering various bits 
and bobs by hammering strips of tin on his stake anvil, 
a common 18 th century technique. He's even going on 
to development his tinkering skills further during his 
vacation next week while he attends a training in Historic 
Eastfield in upstate New York. 

When Garcia first decided to join the Fairhaven 
Militia, he chose the role of tinsmith as his specialty, 
saying, "I thought [tinsmithing] looked cool. It's kind of 
taken off and I do it all year now." 

Garcia said his family has been rather supportive 
of his period pursuits since he first expressed an interest a 
few years ago. 

"I always thought that it would be fun, the 
encampments," said Garcia. "My wife will sometimes 
come along and hang out, but she wants no part of 
participating," he said with a laugh. 

Most participants eventually make their own 
tools and clothes, but when you're still starting off much 
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like Garcia is, there's really only one place to go for 
all your Revolutionary War-era needs: "God bless the 
Internet," said Garcia. The modern-day period costume 
enthusiast can find just about anything he needs online, 
Garcia swears. 

The encampment is crisscrossed by several rows 
of historical flags and shrouded in campfire smoke in 
various pockets of the field. Intermittent blings of sun are 
reflected in the brass buttons and buckles of the myriad 
historical characters, and once in a while, off the face 
of a digital watch, which we pretend not to notice lest 
we risk finding ourselves while lost in a moment from 
a time when life was lived simpler and has long since 
passed; a time and place where Dickerson and Garcia can 
sometimes be found looking and playing the part of a past 
life they perhaps once lived, and every so often enjoy re¬ 
living, given good weather, of course. 

Students Lead the Action at ORCTV

Community Television has been producing much more 
than TV programming for your town's community access 
channel. In fact, production at ORCTV these days is just 
as significant inside our communities' schools in the 
form of education as it is in our living rooms in the form 
of information and entertainment. And while it's true 
that the revolution will not be televised, it's only because 
the revolution is what's going on behind the cameras at 
ORCTV and the Tri-Town schools where TV production 
education is the revolution. 

The educational offerings that have resulted so far 
from a collaboration between ORCTV staff and Tri-Town 
school educators has been just that - revolutionary as far 
as the quality and scope of the knowledge and experience 
interested students have received. 

"It's almost like a college-level video production 
course," said ORCTV Station Director Rob Chiarito. 
"We've established a program at Old Colony this past 
year, which started out as an after-school program and 
that went so well that it's become part of the curriculum 
and it's going to become a class this year."

Actually, there are three branches to this new 
ORCTV-school partnership, with an evolving TV and 
film production presence now established at Old Colony, 
Old Rochester Regional High School, and the Tri-Town 
elementary schools where younger students are being 
exposed to TV production starting with the basics and 
advancing as far as their interests take them. 

Two years ago, ORCTV discontinued its annual 
grant to ORR for a TV production program at the high 
school and took over the program itself. Instead of 
offering two high school elective classes each with 30 
students, ORCTV diverted the funding into investing in 
a program with the School-to-Career program, offering 
serious TV production and TV journalism students 
an intensive educational experience, internship, and 
advancement, said Chiarito. "In any given class of 30 kids 
in a class, maybe five really wanted to be there. We've 
taken those kids and we've given them a really intensive 
television production experience." 

Last year saw an enormous influx in high school 
ORCTV programming, with ORR students producing 
hundreds of programs including a weekly news program 
and a weekly program featuring principal Mike Devoll. 

"We also gave them the opportunity to work on 
programs of their own making," said Chiarito. "They 
came up with game shows and a variety of different 
things in that vain." And as for recording school sports 
events, concerts, general school events, and presentations, 
"We finally had enough hands to go out and do these 
things." 

ORCTV also formed an outreach coordinator 
position to work with Old Colony and the elementary 
schools to establish new programs at all the schools, 
passing out cameras and hoping that something would 
take root. 

"Most of the [grant] money used to go primarily 
just to the [ORR] high school class," Chiarito said. "Now 
we've got seven schools that are being covered." 

At first, Chiarito and his team weren't sure 
how many students would express interest in the new 
programs. The outreach coordinator, Brittany Hotte, 
managed to pique the interest of some 300 students in 
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the Tri-Town elementary schools during the first couple 
months since she started in January 2018. 

"It was just like sending the pied piper out," said 
Chiarito. "She got so many kids in involved." Chiarito 
was hoping for maybe eight to 10 students per school. 
"She was having 30 to 40 show up for her workshops." 

In these workshops, students were trained in 
camera techniques and editing, "And we're getting a lot 
more stuff all over the district now, giving us a leg up, 
too," said Chiarito, "because these kids are starting third, 
fourth grade and being introduced to TV production. By 
the time they get through elementary and junior high, 
then we at ORCTV have a much larger pool of kids. 

"We've made a big, big investment," continued 
Chiarito. 

Over at Sippican School, with the help of 
enrichment teacher Chelsey Lawrence, the program is set 
up for the fall as a sixth-grade Tuesday "lunch bunch," 
"which is very exciting," said Hotte. "We've got all the 
plans for that week-to-week. We will be doing a weekly 
news show for Sippican. ... I'm really looking forward to 
that." 

Hotte said she hopes this junior reporter 
program can be established at Rochester Memorial and 
Old Hammondtown, as well, and is ironing out the 
details with each school, as each school is different, she 
said, with its own unique needs. Halfway through the 
spring, Hotte said she went to RMS to train a student 
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news team, "Which was really, really fun." And just like 
at Sippican, Hotte wants to see a lunch bunch develop 
and incorporate some higher-level editing education for 
students to produce school TV programming, as well as 
personal programming. 

"All of the kids seem to be very excited about it," 
said Hotte. "Some interested in personal use, many of 
them have YouTube channels, there are a whole bunch of 
kids who are very interested in working on team projects, 
and I think those are the kids who are going to be the best 
fit for this program. 

"I'm very excited about it," said Hotte. "It's been 
a really nice thing for me to go back and teach kids from 
the school system I went to how to use cameras and how 
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to make that into a viable career." 

At Old Colony, the TV production program began 
with 45 minutes after school once a week - this year 
these students can take an actual class, thanks to a new 
partnership with technology teacher Marsha Davenport, 
the sponsor of the after-school club. 

"Old Colony is one of our super exciting 
programs," said Hotte. It started last January, with a small 
closet space about six feet wide, said Hotte, and with a 
couple of cameras. 

The students were instructed in Final Cut Pro 
editing software, "And they took off with it," said Hotte. 
Old Colony TV programs started popping up all over 
ORCTV, with student-driven shows with their own 
scripts, a weekly news show with its own news desk - 
courtesy of the carpentry students, and new modular 
programming. 

"And it was a trial run for the most part," Hotte 
said. "We are really, really excited for this upcoming 
semester now," especially with a much larger space, 
allowing for expanded cameras, angles, a new audio 
mixer, and new lights. "It's gonna be really nice," said 
Hotte, "and we are hoping to attract new people." 

ORCTV Studio Manager Codie Patnaude took 
the lead at ORR's School-to-Career program starting in 
January, offering a more in-depth and structured program 
to the students Patnaude described as "well-adjusted" 
and "good to go on their own." 

Patnaude said she provides mentoring for the 
interns, especially with editing techniques, but the 
students are already executing their own programs and 
creative projects, to her delight. 

The students go to ORCTV's studio located at 
ORR for their Bulldog Blocks, "And during their time we 
try to train them at the college level," said Patnaude, who 
started with two dedicated students and wound up with 
six. This year she expects students to continue to express 
an interest in the program. 

"Some students over the summer are getting a 
feel for it and have taken the initiative themselves," said 
Patnaude. "They like it and they wanted to get a head 
start on it." 
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"All the kids want to be YouTubers now/' said 
Chiarito. "I think that's part of the draw. 

"We're hoping each year this thing grows," 
Chiarito says. "It already has grown beyond our wildest 
dreams." 

In addition to its new education structure, 
ORCTV now offers two $1,000 ORCTV Outstanding 
Student scholarships for two seniors graduating from 
the program. This year the scholarships were awarded to 
Kiera Perryman of Old Colony, and Michael Sivvianakis 
of ORR. 


Marion Awarded $93K Grant 

A study proposed by the Town of Marion to 
assess the vulnerability of its wastewater infrastructure 
was one of nineteen projects to have been awarded a 
Coastal Resilience Grant from the Office of Coastal Zone 
Management (CZM). The Town received $93,660 to assess 
the risks from coastal flooding and storm surge to its 
pumping stations, and to identify what improvements are 
needed to reduce their vulnerability. 

The Coastal Resilience Grant Program supports 
local efforts to increase awareness and understanding 
of climate impacts, and to plan for changing conditions 
related to coastal storms, flooding, and erosion. All eight 
of Marion's pumping stations are located in a flood zone, 
and two are in the zone designated as most vulnerable. 
Analyses funded by this grant will compare the existing

flood-level with future flood-level projections at each 
pump station to identify necessary upgrades to address 
storm surge and a heightened flood risk. Recommended 
upgrades may include elevating the pump station, raising 
its electrical components, waterproofing the structure, and 
modifying piping networks. 

According to the Executive Office of Energy 
and Environmental Affairs' Statewide and Major Basin 
Climate Projections, sea levels will likely rise between 
two and four feet by the year 2100. Over the same period, 
experts say there is a higher chance for extreme weather, 
including heavy precipitation events (which are already 
occurring 70% more often since the 1950s), and total 
winter precipitation could increase by as much as 34

King Philip: Son of Massasoit

King Philip was the second oldest son of the 
Wampanoag Sachem Massasoit who welcomed the 
pilgrims to Plymouth and helped them survive. The 
earthly relationship bore fruition the following fall by a 
feast of mutual friendship called Thanksgiving to which 
Massasoit brought 90 others from his Pokanoket village 
near today's Bristol, Rhode Island. 

In 1656, Massasoit had the Indian names of 
both his sons changed by the royal court at Plymouth to 
more prestigious English titles; the older boy, Wamsutta, 
became Alexander, and Metacomet became Philip. 

When Massasoit died in 1661, Alexander became 
Sachem (leader), but died soon after from suspicious 
food poisoning while in English custody waiting to 
be questioned about rumors of an impending Indian 
uprising. When Philip became king, colonial population 
had grown to more than 40,000, creating a crowded 
conflict over land purchases. Philip said he did not want 
to start a war, and my illustration shows him with a peace 
pipe in one hand and his war club in the other, drawn 
from the actual weapon in a museum in Concord. 

In June of 1675, the inevitable war started near 
the Pokanoket village, a location now known as the 
Town of Swansea, which was burned to the ground. 
Hostilities spread like wildfire all along the south shore 
settlements, destroying homes in today's townships of 
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Dartmouth, Fairhaven, 

Mattapoisett, Marion, 

Wareham, and 
Middletown. 

Settler Hugh 
Cole had purchased 
most of the land in 
Mattapoisett from 
Philip, and Cole's 
two sons were 
among the first to be 
captured; however, 

Philip released them, 
instructing them to tell 
their father to leave 
the area before his 

house was burned. In b® 

Fairhaven, John Cooke, 
who had come across the pond on the Mayflower, had 
built a fortified garrison at the head of Sconticut Neck 
for protection, but that also was burned. In what is now 
Wareham, blacksmith Uriah Leonard had supplied iron 
works and repaired guns for Philip, and when Indians 
came to burn his house, he was allowed to escape with his 
life. 

All these settlements were joined by roads of 
old Indian trails, and natives were skilled at ambushes 
of frontier skirmishes that eventually expanded to 
1,200 homes in 50 settlements all over New England. 
Indians intended to drive the English back into the sea. 
Fortunately for the early settlers - and ultimately us - 
some friendly Indian tribes like the Mohegans joined the 
English cause of survival. 

Philip eventually fled to the Mohawks in New 
York for help, but they were already friends of the British. 
They attacked and killed almost all of Philip's warriors, 
leaving him to limp back here, only to be shot by another 
Indian. Philip's wife, seven-year-old son, as well as 
Philip's sister, Amie, were all sold into West Indies slavery, 
a fate for many Indian survivors, with the proceeds 
helping to pay for the war. Soldiers that had fought in the 
war were granted parcels of Indian land to reward their 
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service. 

Although peace then came to residents of the 
south shore, the conflict continued into Maine and New 
Hampshire. This classic clash between old world and new 
world cultures actually began in the seventeenth century 
against Montezuma in Central America by Spanish 
conquistadores. And then it was followed by the invasion 
of New York by the Dutch and then English colonists, 
and finally the more conducive French missionaries. 
Casualties of both sides continued in battles more like 
massacres to darken American history, like Tippecanoe, 
the Cherokee trail of tears, Custer's last stand at the Little 
Big Horn, and the Sioux Wounded Knee massacre. 

With this trail of perspective by historians, Philip 
has come to be reconsidered as a patriot attached to his 
native soil, and compared to military leaders such as 
Macedon, Napoleon, and Washington. His redemption 
today may be our environmental awareness that mirrors 
his Native American belief of land value. And when we 
bow our heads for a bountiful Earthly harvest at the next 
Thanksgiving, let us do so in remembrance of his father, 
Massasoit, as well. 

Selectmen Extend BANs Before Expiration 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

With a looming expiration date and no timely 
meeting on the calendar, the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen met early in the morning on Friday, August 
10, to sign a one-month extension to an existing bond 
anticipation note, or BAN. 

A BAN is one manner of short-term municipal 
financing, and is issued prior to the issuance of a bond 
as a temporary source of financing for public projects, 
allowing for a capital project to begin before borrowing 
the entire amount. 

The Town renews outstanding BANs on an 
annual basis, securing finance interest rates, while also 
adding new projects and bundling those amounts into 
existing BANs. 

The board approved the extension of a BAN 
totaling $2.5 million at a 2.4% interest rate that would 
expire August 15 just hours before the next Board of 
Selectmen meeting on the same day, extending the BAN 
one month until September 11. 

Another BAN for $1,725 million was approved at 
a 2.5% interest. 

The BANs represent already existing borrowing 
amounts, with the exception of one new added amount of 
$150,000 for the water aquifer protection land approved at 
the last annual town meeting. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for August 15 at 6:30 pm at the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall.

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ZBA Grants Garage Variance 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals on 
August 9 gave Adam Rogers, 46 Bennett Road, a variance 
to allow an attached garage closer than 40 feet from the 
side property line. 

Attorney Rick Manning said, because of the 
tapered trapezoid shape of the property and the location 
of the septic system, the only location for an attached 
garage would be on the right side of the property, placing 
the 24-foot by 30-foot garage 18 feet from the abutting 
property line. 

Manning referred to a 10-foot by 10-foot 
connector between the garage and the house as a 
"breezeway," but ZBA Chairman Richard Cutler pointed 
out that the structure was enclosed, so technically not a 
breezeway. 

Anyhow, when asked why it needed to be 10 feet 
long. Manning stated that, with the egress doors being 
about 3.5 feet wide each, "You'd literally be banging door 
to door to get into the house." 

Manning said the requirements of a variance have 
been met, pointing to the unique shape of the property, 
the fact that a garage could not be built anywhere else 
on the lot, and that, without the variance, the hardship 
would be having to keep the residents' vehicles outdoors 
in the winter, and the Rogerses would be "deprived of 
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the opportunity to improve both the value and aesthetics 
of the property." Furthermore, Manning said the garage 
would not be a detriment to the neighborhood, and even 
benefit it because, with the vehicles safely stored in the 
garage, visitors would no longer have to park on the road. 

One abutter spoke in favor of the project, with no 
abutters objecting to the garage. 

The garage is designed for one-and-a-half 
stories, with the second "story" being for storage only. 
Nonetheless, the board wrote into the conditions that no 
residential space would be allowed in the garage, and the 
dwelling must remain a single-family house. The garage 
must also not exceed 18 feet from the side property line. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of appeals is scheduled for August 23 at 7:15 pm at 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Conservation Office Fears Abutter Fallout 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Common, average, ordinary, routine, standard, 
cut-and-dried - all synonyms for "normal," which was 
what Mattapoisett Conservation Commission Chairman 
Mike King pondered as he considered allowing the 30 
Holly Woods project to add another access road post¬ 
approval, an access road not noted on the plan of record. 

William Frederickson of 30 Holly Woods Road 
returned to the commission on August 13 asking if he 
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could construct an access road wide enough for forestry 
equipment to enter a section of forest slated for timbering 
to convert into an agricultural field for cow farming. 

King immediately voiced his opinion that 
Frederickson would be exempt from the Wetlands 
Protection Act with an updated forestry plan in hand. 
Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold, however, wanted 
to discuss another angle relative to Frederickson's forestry 
cutting plan and missing details before moving forward, 
and waited as King led the discussion. 

According to King, the addition of another access 
road - "cart path", "cow path", or "skid path", said King 
- would be exempt from the Wetlands Protection Act, 
as long as the change was minor enough to not require 
a new plan submission. If deemed a significant change, 
an additional filing would be required, initiating a new 
public hearing notice. 

As King pointed out, agricultural maintenance 
or improvements may be exempt from the Wetlands 
Protection Act, as long as the alteration would be 
considered "normal" agricultural practice by a 
"reasonable" person. 

"Would it be considered normal?" asked King. 

Leidhold listened and continued to wait for a 
chance to give her recommendation to the commission as 
King continued. Similarly, Conservation Secretary Teresa 
Austin kept to herself as she wondered what she would 
tell abutters. 

King maintained that the new access road was 
within the scope of the original Notice of Intent and an 
amendment would suffice; however, as Leidhold pointed 
out, an amendment would still trigger a public hearing 
notice, which Frederickson said he was hoping to avoid in 
order to keep the project moving forward. 

"I didn't realize that an amendment would still 
require a formal hearing, but that makes sense, I guess," 
said King. So, instead. King stated, "Based on his [Notice 
of Intent] filing, with the principal activity being tree 
cutting, he's exempted and he's allowed to do this and we 
really require no further action," with the purpose of the 
original NOI being to create a farm. 

"Is it considered normal?" King again asked. "As 
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a farmer myself, in 1800, would it have been normal for a 
farmer to create a path to get his cows back to pasture if 
there was a problem?" 

"Yes," King and some commission members 

agreed. 

King said the proposed widened path intended 
to provide access for equipment to cut timber "could be 
called a 'skid trail', or a 'landing', or both. 

"But I don't see anything that precludes him from 
doing it," said King. "It's an allowable activity because it's 
considered normal." 

"It's a normal activity under a forestry cutting 
plan," specified Leidhold. "That plan doesn't show the 
access road, the new and proposed access road." 

"The majority of activity approved doesn't 
change, just the access point," King said. "I kind of look at 
is as 'much ado about nothing.'" 

But with this new information, said Leidhold, 
she called the DEP to confirm if this action was allowed, 
to which King replied, "I think this is more of a forestry 
question than a DEP question. But I default back to, is it 
considered normal? And I think the answer to that is yes," 
said King. 

The commission's secretary spoke out: "I get what 
you're saying, that it's a normal process, but if an abutter 
comes in and wants to see that access road [on the plan], 

I have nothing to show them." Austin continued, "When 
Holly Woods [abutters] see that, they're going to be at our 
door." 

In response. King commented, "I am just a lowly 
Mass licensed timber harvester," what does he know? 

"If you look at the book, it's not shown on the 
plan, sir," said Austin. "I have nothing to show them 
(abutters). Obviously, it's your vote," continued Austin. 
"The real thing is about what's on that plan for anyone 
in this town to look at if they see a bunch of equipment 
coming down Holly Woods Road, that's what we're really 
talking about. ... He's asking for changes. Period." 

"He doesn't really have to ask," said King. Not 
just on the forestry side, he added, "It goes back to what's 
normal." 

"When the abutters come in ... I'm gonna give 
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them your phone number," said Austin. 

Then Leidhold pointed out that Frederickson's 
forestry plan still needs final state approval, and until it 
is approved and final, it is not exempt from the Wetlands 
Protection Act. 

"Until it's accepted, we don't have a plan that 
shows access. ... Abutters will come in," said Leidhold. 

King took another angle, saying perhaps 
Frederickson should wait until his forestry plan is 
accepted, although Frederickson doubted he could get the 
forestry plan approved so quickly, saying one key person 
from the pertinent office was on vacation. 

King ultimately suggested that Frederickson 
submit an updated copy of the cutting plan and attach it 
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to the original plan on record and wait for final approval. 

"I'm getting the sense from staff and 
[commission] members that everyone would feel better 
once that cutting plan is accepted," King said. "Nothing's 
easy anymore, especially if you're a farmer," he lamented. 

Frederickson's original filing to convert forestry 
land to agricultural land was approved last year. 

According to the state's Farming in Wetland 
Resource Areas: A Guide to Agriculture and the Massachusetts 
Wetlands Protection Act, a conservation commission 
cannot require a farmer to submit an RDA for something 
agriculturally exempt from the Wetlands Protection Act; 
however, an assertion that an exemption applies when it 
does not is a violation. The guide recommends farmers 
file an RDA "as a means of establishing with certainty the 
permitting requirements (if any) for such activity." It also 
recommends that filing an RDA "can be in the farmer's 
best interest." The guide also states that commissions, as 
well as any member of the public, may also file an RDA 
for a project, either proposed or underway, "as a means of 
establishing with certainty the permitting requirements (if 
any) for such activity." 

Also during the meeting, Ken Motta, on behalf 
of Donald and Millicent Carlstrom of 6 Ripple Street, 
presented a plan to raze and rebuild a house and 
shed, with some of the work slated for land subject to 
flooding. Motta said the new house would remain inside 
the existing house's footprint, a requirement from the 
Zoning Board of Appeals, and the floor elevation of the 
house would be built at 15 feet high, as per flood zone 
requirements. The Notice of Intent received approval in 
the form of an Order of Conditions. 

The commission issued a Negative 3 
determination for the Request for Determination of 
Applicability filed by Sarah and Nigel Hitchings, 28 
Holly Lane, for the replacement and expansion by 8 feet 
of an existing deck. King noted that the work would take 
place within 40 feet of a bordering vegetated wetlands; 
however, he added that the building area is over an 
existing lawn, saying, "It doesn't appear that there would 
be any issue," and no siltation controls would be required. 

The Notice of Intent for Ratcliffe and Ann 
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Williams of 31 Shore Drive received approval and an 
Order of Conditions to construct a garage. 

The public hearing for the Request for 
Determination of Applicability filed by the Mattapoisett 
Land trust was continued until September 24 as the MLT 
awaits a response from Mass Wildlife's Natural Heritage & 
Endangered Species Program, and the public hearing for 
John and Roger Gibbons to pave 658 feet of Foster Street 
was continued until August 27. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for August 27 at 
6:30 pm at the Mattapoisett Town Hall. 

Special Residential Development Continued 

Rochester Planning Board

Oh the dog days of summer when folks take a 
break from the hubbub of life by going on vacation before 
school resumes, leaving many town boards scrambling 
to make quorum. Well maybe not scramble so much as 
accept that reality as articulated by Rochester's Acting 
Planning Board Chairman Gary Florinda, "Not much 
going on here tonight." 

On August 14, with an agenda that included 
just one public hearing, which is being continued, 
the Planning Board members present - Florindo, John 
DeMaggio, Lee Carr, Chris Silveira - and Town Planner 
Steve Starrett had plenty of time to engage in informal 
discussions regarding matters deemed "old business." 

But first was the business of continuing, once 
again, an application for a Special Residential Permit 
submitted by REP Properties represented by John 
Churchill, Jr., JC Engineering, for property located off 
Rounseville Road. The proposed residential 22 duplex 
unit project is described as an age-restricted community. 

Florindo read a letter submitted by the applicant 
requesting a continuance until August 28. The board 
approved the continuation, at which time they concurred 
they would have a quorum to hear the application, as 
currently, with one member needing to abstain, a quorum 
would not have been achieved. 

Starrett shared that meetings with Shawmut 
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Associates LLC / Zero Waste found that roadway work on 
Phase 1 had progressed, some additional drainage work 
may be needed, and that the developer was on track. 

Florindo said that he wanted to plan a site visit 
before the October 5 due date placed on a construction 
punch list to ensure that all construction issues identified 
were complete or near completion. Board members were 
in agreement. 

Also moving in the right direction, Starrett said 
that the Connet Woods project located off both Ryder 
Road and High Street was progressing. The planned 
115-unit housing development planned by Edgewood 
Development LLC now had about 60-units completed, he 
said. 
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Starrett also said that he was working with Ken 
Motta of Field Engineering, Inc., regarding the punch 
list. "They are trying as best they can to meet goals," he 
said of the developer's progress on Phases 5 and 7 of the 
project. It was disclosed that the development has been 
under construction with stops and starts for the past 
decade. 

Florindo said he wanted to stay on top of projects 
like this to keep the board members informed and the 
projects moving forward. 

Regarding the town's participation in the Green 
Community Act, Florindo asked Starrett to provide GIS 
mapping of the town's closed landfill to ascertain if 
the property was level enough and large enough for a 


municipal solar array. 

Member DeMaggio asked if the town had to abide 
by its own solar array bylaw. Florindo said he wasn't sure, 
but he wanted to pursue the landfill's viability for future 
discussions. 

Starrett commented that the board should prepare 
itself: "You're going to see four solar applications soon." 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board is scheduled for August 28 at 7 pm in the town hall 
meeting room. 

Doonan Advances Aquaculture Farm 

Marion Conservation Commission

Following the Board of Selectmen's OK for Shea 
Doonan's aquaculture farm project to move forward into 
the state permitting process, the Marion Conservation 
Commission gave its own OK in the form of an Order of 
Conditions for Doonan's Notice of Intent. 

The August 8 hearing was a continuance from 
July 25 for the 100-foot by 230-foot aquaculture farm 
slated for just off Mitten's Flats, which, back in July, was 
still waiting on a DEP file number. With that in hand, the 
commission issued Doonan's NOI an Order of Conditions 
with no special conditions. 

Doonan must still complete a rigorous state and 
federal permitting process before the Board of Selectmen 
is tasked with the final say in the fate of Doonan's 
aquaculture farm. 

Also during the meeting, the commission issued 
a Negative 2 and 3 determination (no Notice of Intent 
required) for Betty Sanisidro's Request for Determination 
of Applicability, allowing her after-the-fact filing for 
phragmite treatment and removal to proceed in tandem 
with her neighbor's eradication plan. 

According to Sanisidro, her neighbors approached 
her and asked if she would like to also undergo aggressive 
phragmite eradication, given that the species is so 
invasive and it would take a partnership to overcome the 
spread of the non-native pest. Flowever, Sanisidro stated 
that the neighbors told her that it would be allowed if she 
wanted to participate without needing to approach the

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commission; however, that information was inaccurate. 

Facing a wetlands trifecta - next to a riverfront, 
nearby wetlands, and within a flood zone - "You're really 
not supposed to do any cutting," advised Conservation 
Commission Chairman Jeffrey Doubrava. 

Being an after-the-fact filing, commission member 
Shaun Walsh asked Sanisidro if she would be following 
the same eradication protocol as her neighbor, to which 
she replied, yes. 

"You should continue to treat them," commented 
commission member Cynthia Callow. "They are very 
invasive and they're not good, that's why we encourage 
people to - they choke off all the nice stuff that they 
shouldn't, so you really should treat and follow the plan 
and maintain it as well as you can." 

In other matters, the public hearing for Jonathan 
Tracy at 0 Ridgewood Lane was continued until August 
22 so that the applicant can have a qualified wetlands 
specialist review the delineated wetlands line that dates 
back to 2006. The commission was not prepared to accept 
a wetlands line that old, and despite engineer Bob Rogers' 
belief that the commission could walk the line itself and 
determine its accuracy, Walsh was not confident that the 
commission was qualified to make that determination. 

The Dexter Beach Improvement Association was 
approved for up to 100 cubic yards of sand for beach 
nourishment. The Notice of Intent application requested 
100 cubic yards, but an estimated 40 cubic yards is slated 
for this operation. 

The Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission 
received a Negative 3 determination for its Notice 
of Intent to install a "Welcome" sign and plant two 
flowerbeds at 0 Mill Street. 

"I think it's a wonderful project," said Walsh. 
"Any projects like this that beautify the town - an already 
beautiful town ... are to be supported. I endorse it 
wholeheartedly." 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for August 22 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Music Hall.

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's historic 
homes and buildings. The survey was funded one-half 
by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. Due to the limits 

of funding, not 
all of the historic 
buildings were 
surveyed, but 
over 100 were 
catalogued and 
photographed. 

The results of 
the survey are in 
digital form on 
the Massachusetts 
Historical 

Commission's website and in four binders in the Sippican 
Historical Society's office (and at the Marion Town Clerk's 
office). 

Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns 
in the United States, and the Sippican Historical Society 
maintains an extensive collection of documentation on 
its historic buildings. The Sippican Historical Society 
will preview one building a week so that the residents of 
Marion can understand more about its unique historical 
architecture. 


This installment features 368 Front Street. The 
home at 368 Front Street may represent the only surviving 
building from the 18th- and early 19th-century cluster of 
residences called "Parlowtown." Parlowtown Road was 
originally a Native American trail that ran northwest 
to Rochester. It fell into disuse in the mid-19th century, 
when the rugged, swampy nature of the terrain made its 
maintenance difficult. This Federal-style cottage was built 
c. 1800 by the Par low family.

and Garden Museum (RJD) and the James Arnold 
Mansion (JAMI), both within walking distance of each 
other on County Street in New Bedford, are co-hosting an 
Open House from 12 noon until 3 pm. These two historic 
mansions are connected by more than County Street. 
William Rotch, Jr., the first resident of 396 County Street 
(the RJD), was the grandfather of William J. Rotch, the 
nephew of James Arnold and later resident of 427 County 
Street (the JAMI). 

The Rotch-Jones-Duff (RJD) House & Garden 
Museum is located at 396 County Street. It was built in 
1834 for whaling merchant William Rotch, Jr. This Greek 
Revival mansion, located on a full city block of formal 
gardens, is a National Historic Landmark, one of only 
2,500 currently so named in the Nation. The period rooms 
of the house chronicle 150 years of economic and social 
evolution of the city, as reflected in the residencies of the 
Rotch, Jones, and Duff families. 

The James Arnold House stands at 427 County 
Street. It was built in 1821 by the housewright Dudley 
Davenport for Arnold, a native of Providence who became 
one of New Bedford's leading citizens. This Federal Style 
home has undergone many changes since its construction, 
but is still recognizable behind these additions. Arnold's 
original home was "modernized" by his nephew, William 
J. Rotch, who inherited the property in 1869. He added the 
Mansard third story in 1873, perhaps to accommodate his 
growing family, or his increasingly large household staff. 

During the open house, RJD features tours of 
the exhibitions, lemonade on the terrace, croquet on the 
lawn, and a children's craft. The JAMI's grounds will be 
bustling with lawn games as well, a face-painter, and the 
Acuslmet Creamery food truck. The public is invited to 
visit and enjoy all activities free of charge.

Madeline’s Madeline. Starring Helena Howard and 
Molly Parker. Directed by Josephine Decker. Running 
time: 93 minutes. No MPA A rating. Now in select 
theaters. 

Those of you whose craving for experimental 
actors flailing around wasn't quite sated by Who's Crazy 
might want to discover Madeline's Madeline. An elliptical 
art-house film, the third such effort by writer/director 
Josephine Decker, the movie centers on a difficult girl, 
Madeline (Helena Howard), who has fallen in with a New 
York theatrical troupe. The group's director Evangeline 
(Molly Parker) keeps asking her players — all of whom 
except sixteen-year-old Madeline are adults — to express 
their inner pigs or cats or turtles while circling around a 
vague theme that always seems to be changing. 

Madeline, who has a history of mental illness, 
butts heads often with her brittle mom Regina (Miranda 
July), who's a bit overprotective and knows less and less 
what to make of her daughter the older Madeline gets. At 
one point, at a gathering at Evangeline's house, Madeline 
confides in Evangeline's nonplussed partner that she's 
thinking of losing her virginity for her seventeenth 
birthday. The movie is made up of awkward interactions 
like that, and there's one sequence near the end, when 
Madeline is encouraged to act out the part of her 
impatient mother while Regina sits watching in agony, 
that practically demands we avert our eyes in discomfort. 

Is Madeline's Madeline enjoyable? It took me a 
good while, maybe half an hour, to get used to its diffuse 
style — Ashley Connor's cinematography takes us very 
close in and glides in and out of focus — and its emphasis 
on shrill, bouncing acting exercises, which I generally find 
embarrassing. Gradually, though, a portrait coalesces out 
of jagged pieces, of a girl casting about for a self. Who is 
Madeline? A daughter? An actor? A student (she goes to 
regular school, where we hear that kids make fun of her, 
but we never see her there)? Who is her real mother — 
Regina or Evangeline? The theater director always seems 
on the verge of flipping into a cult leader, but it turns 
out she's just trying to hold everything together — her 



theater project, her life, her marriage. The evident fact 
that Evangeline is more or less based on Josephine Decker 
does not escape notice. 

Most of the critical attention has focused on 
Helena Howard as Madeline, as well it should — hers 
is a guileless, open performance hungry for revelation. 
That climactic bit Madeline does about her mother is like 
a lightning bolt of clarity slashing through a humid fog 
of repressed, ignored emotion. It's also something of a 
centerpiece, an actor's moment handed to Howard on a 
platter, and she runs with it. The movie is completely an 
actors' film, built to be warmly hospitable to its players — 
though with efforts like this, you never can tell if Decker, 
like Evangeline, is running all sorts of vulnerability games 
meant to extract raw truth from an actor like a rotten tooth 
out of a suffering jaw. Howard is obliged to spit out a few 
such teeth, not without emotional blood. The true test will 
be how well she aligns with a film not so snugly fashioned 
to her particular set of skills. (Though, please, keep her 
clear of the Marvel Cinematic Universe.) 

If your first response to oblique films like this 
when the end credits roll is "Will someone tell me what 
that was about?," you should probably give Madeline's 
Madeline a wide berth. Even I, who perhaps has more 
patience than most for artsy doodling, sighed and checked 
my watch once or twice. But if you enjoy the soft-grained, 
difficult, probing nature of Decker's film — and I did, for 
the most part — it pays off in quiet, almost peripheral 
ways. The various problems of the characters don't lead 
to drama or even resolution; they just add to the fabric 
of the piece and give the actors something to work with. 
The ending might be ambiguously happy. Decker's way 
of saying she'd be gratified if her art got out of her control 
and became its own thing. The last shot expresses freedom 
while literally leaving us behind to think about it. 
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Who loves you? ■

Bike Share Comes to Mattapoisett 

An effort to bring bike rental to Mattapoisett 
has been successful. The Town's recent approval of 
VeoRides' proposal for a pilot program has resulted in 
30 bikes placed in six strategic locations. These bikes are 
available for public use. The locations are shown on the 
downloadable app. Anyone using the bikes should read 
the VeoRides user agreement fully. But here are the basics: 

- You need a smart phone and a credit card. 

- One phone only unlocks one bike. You can't use one 
phone to unlock multiple bikes. 

- Age 13 and older are allowed to use the bikes. 

- Helmets recommended. The Town is working on making 
loaners available. NOTE: state law requires all cyclists 15 
and younger to wear helmets. 

- To access the bikes, download the app and put a few 
dollars in your account to start. Once you unlock the bike, 
it will draw from your account in 50-cent increments 
every 15 minutes.

After the birth of her second child, 
the mother contracted an aggressive infection that 
ultimately led to bilateral below-the-knee amputations 
along with other serious complications. After months 
of rehabilitation, this mother remains determined to 
continue with therapy to improve her mobility in hopes 
of one day being able to keep up with her two young and 
active children. Habitat for Humanity has stepped in to 
help renovate the family's home and will be providing a 
large accessible bathroom for the mother.
